T ds „the subject is not a very appetising one, 
iut those who do not care for it can pass it over, 
and those who do can peruse it and be made 
slightly acquainted with underground London. 

The sewers of London when I first became 
acquainted with them were far different to what 
they are now. Ihen no uniform system as to their 
construction was observed—one local authority 
when putting in a new sewer was loth to com- 
municate wich the adjoining parish should it be 
eonnected with one of their sewers, with the view 
of uniformity of system, but would put in what 
sized and what shaped sewer they li ed—accord- 
ingly, sewers with upright sides wore made to dis- 
charge into egg-shaped sewers, and egg- 
shaped sewers with the narrow part uppermost, 
were connected with sewers having the narrow 
part downward, and vice versa—in fact, there was 
some very peculiar workmanship underneath. 

But this is all changed now, thanks to the | 
harebly condemned Metropolitan Board of Works | 
and the modern local authorities of London, and a 
more uniform system of drainage is the result. 
Now we have the egg-shaped sewer with the 
narrow part downward, but necessarily of different | 
sizes, according to importance, from the local to: 
the maineewer. The former is a trifle too small 
for conveniently working in, and the latter is a 
trifle too large, and, moreover, unadvisable, if life | 
is a consideration, as being a sewer receiving the 
refuse of the local sewers. there is always a large 
amount of semi-Auid soil steadily drifting towards 
its outfall, and during and after a heavy storm is 
almost fully charged. It is, in fact, ouly at certain 
times that one can enter them, such us when there 
has been some days of dry weather. 

The general dimensions of local sewers are four 
feet high and two feet six inches wide at its broadest

In a large basin 
cut in thin slices four ounces of white soap, pour 
two quarts of boiling water over this, and with 
either a bundle of clean birch twigs or a clean 
wire egg-beater work the soap and water into a 
good lather. While the water is warm take your 
feather in your left hand by the quill, run it into 
the lather, and with your right hand, with 
moderate pressure, press out the soapy water, 
moving your hand slowly down from quill end to 
point, so continue until you have thoroughly 
cleansed the feather; if necessary. make a second 
lather. Then rinse in clean hot water to remove 
all remains of the soap. After that, in a basin of 
cold water in which a little blue has been dis- 
solved rinse your cleaned feather once or twice, 
then shake off all loose water, and dry it by 
shaking it before a moderate tire; before it quite 
dries you should curi each fibre separately by 
drawing it between your thumb and the edge of 
an ivory fruit knife or paper cutier.

Tue TAILORS’ SrEIKE—A LLEGED [NTIMIDATION. 
Mr. Marmorran said in this case the reepondent 
was Mr. Lushinet u. the magistrate, who, sit-
